Carrier  task  forces 
which  attarked  enemy  installations 
m the  Marslutlls  on  December  4 
sank  two  light  cruisers  and  four 
other  auxiliaries  and  destroyed  73 
planes.

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The  Civic  Election 

The  return  of  Mayor  Andrew  McGavin 
for  the  eighth  consecutive  term  as  chief  mag- 
istrate. re-election  of  five  sitting  members  of 
the  City  Council  along  with  its  first  lady 
member,  with  two  former  and  three  new 
members  on  the  School  Board,  and  a decisive 
answer  to  both  plebiscites  formed  the  crux 
of  Victoria's  civic  election  yesterday  as  final 
ballots  were  counted  after  midnight.  Chlor- 
ination was  opposed  two  to  one,  and  the 
elective  form  of  Police  Commission  endorsed 
five  to  one.  Approximately  half  of  the 
14,278  eligible  voters  went  to  the  polls, 
more  than  6.700  ballots  hiring  cast,  many 
spoiled. 

Mayor  Andrew  McGavin  won  in  a closely 
contested  race  with  Mr.  P.  E.  George,  after 
the  third  entrant.  Dr.  G.  A.  B.  Hall,  dropped 
behind.  Only  a few  hundred  votes  separated 
incumbent  and  challenger  at  the  end  after 
a neck  and  neck  contest  throughout  the 
count.  By  his  re-election.  Mayor  McGavin 
establishes  civic  history,  securing  the  office 
eight  times  in  succession  without  an  inter- 
mission. "V_v  ‘ 

The  electors  were  of  the  same  mind  in 
respect  to  the  City  Council,  returning  Aider- 
man  F.  A.  Willis  at  the  head  of  the  polls, 
together  with  Aldermen  Edward  Williams. 
Burges  J.  Gadsden.  T.  W.  C.  Hawkins  and 
W.  H.  Davies.  Mrs.  Margaret  D.  Christie 
was  elected  to  the  one-year  aldermanic  term, 
and  becomes  the  first  lady  councillor. 

In  the  School  Board  vote.  Trustee  F.  G. 
MulJiner  headed  the  poll,  while  Trustee 
W.  A.  Bayliss  was  also  re-elected.  With 
them  in  the  two-year  term  were  Miss  Isla 
Tuck  and  Captain  Wilfrid  Ord.  and  in  the 
one-year  term  Mrs.  Bertha  Parsons.  Vic- 
toria expressed  its  displeasure  over  manda- 
tory chlorination  by  a sweeping  majority, 
although  the  vote  may  not  affect  the  situa- 
tion much.*  A return  to  the  elective  systepi 
of  choosing  separate  Police  Commissioners 
was  endorsed  by  an  overwhelming  majority 

Afttoumliii}!  Decision 

The  decision,  of  the  Canadian  Broadcast- 
ing Corporation  not  to  permit  Mr.  John 
Bracken  to  go  on  the  air  if  he  was  going  to 
talk  politics  is  an  astounding  one.  What 
other  than  politics — and  in  the  right  sense 
of  the  word — was  the  leader  of  the  Progres- 
sive Conservative  Party  in  Canada  supposed 
to  discuss'  What  else  would  the  people  of 
Canada  be  looking  (or  from  a prominent  na- 
tional leader  of  one  of  the  oldest  political  or- 
ganizations in  the  country? 

\ he  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation 
denies  censorship,  because  censorship  is  not 
its  right.  But  what  else  was  this  than  cen- 
sorship’ Mr.  Bracken's  notes  criticized  the 
existing  Government.  Mr.  Bracken  was 
about  to  say  something  unfriendly  perhaps 
of  the  way  public  affairs  are  being  run  today 
in  Canada  Mr.  Bracken,  in  short  was  claim- 
ing h'<  right  as  a free  citizen  in  a free  coun- 
try. For  what  else  is  anyone  fighting  today? 
Will  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation 
tell  us  that? 

There  has  been  much  talk  about  a ' pol- 
ity in  broadcasting.  What  kind  of  a policy 
puts  Liberals  on  the  air  under  every  conceiv- 
able excuse,  and  sometimes  with  little  excuse, 
and  denies  the  same  privilege  over  a system 
sustained  by  the  taxpayers'  money  to  oppon- 
ents of  the  existing  Liberal  Government? 
What  kind  of  a policy  would  shape  a public 
forum,  but  only  if  it  did  not  include  this  or

Still  Upon  Trial 

It  svas  a timely  warning  that  the  Allied 
Military  Government  in  Italy  issued  this 
week  to  the  rival  Italian  political  factions  in'  J 
Naples,  formally  advising  them  that  party 
strife  must  cease;  that  it  would  not  be  per 
nutted  to  impede  Allied  military  operations 
'I  here  are  at  least  six  major  Italian  political 
parties  engaged  in  bitter  rivalry,  quite  ob 
viouslv  jockeying  for  postwar  power,  and 
tlKir  differences  threaten  to  interfere  with 
lire  obligations  laid  upon  Italy*  when  it  was 
given  the  status  of  a to  belligerent. 

1 he  Italians  secn\  to  have  short  memories 
and  a collective  conscience  too  easily  ap- 
peased. They  conveniently  overlook  that 
until  a few  months  ago  they  were  fighting 
against  us.  Because  of  the  favorable  treat- 
ment accorded  them  after  unconditional  sur- 
render they  seem  to  think  their  sins  are  all 
washed  away.  They  show  no  great  en- 
thusiasm for  carrying  out  their  part  of  the 
bargain,  which  is  to  aid  the  Allies  in  freeing 
their  country  from  the  German  armies.  Re 
ports  from  the  Mediterranean  make  it  dear 
that  many  Italians  consider  that  they  are 
bow  out  of  the  war  and  its  prosecution  u 


none  of  their  business.  The  present  political 
situation  in  Naples  bears  this  out. 

In  the  eyes  of  many  people,  who  have  not 
forgotten  that  Italian  armies  attacked  the 
Allies  at  a moment  when  the  latter  seemed 
ripe  for  easy  plucking.  Italy  is  as  guilty  as 
Germany.  At  best  she  has  many  things  still 
to  answer  for.  Italy  is  still  on  trial  and  has 
to  prove  that  sincerity  lay  behind  the  over- 
throw of  Mussolini.  The  last  word  has  not 
yet  been  said  by  the  Allies  on  postwar  Italy, 


cians  should  be  a salutary  reminder  of  that 
fact. 

What  Price  Review  ? 

It  will  be  smJll  comfort  to  rtic  people  of 
Canada  to  be  told  that  the  Wartime  Prices 
and  Trade  Board  is  still  holding  the  tea  and 
coffee  ration  “under  continuous  review.  * 
I hat  has  been  going  on  since  August  last, 
and  it  has  produced  exactly  nothing.  Indeed, 
in  August,  the  situation  looked  a good  deal 
more  favorable  than  it  is  reported  today. 

It  was  last  Surpmer  that  the  Prices  Board 
intimated  that  there  “was  every  prospect"  of 
an  early  and  upward  revision  in  what  Cana- 
dians jnight  put  in. their  breakfast  cups.  The 
expectation  then  was  that  the  coffee  ration 
would  be  eliminated  and  coffee  sold  without 
restriction,  and  that  the  tea  ration  would  be 
increased  substantially.  The  one-third  in- 
crease in  the  ration  was  taken  as  an  appre- 
ciated token  on  accognt.  although  a very 
small  one. 

From  there,  however,  the  Prices  Board 
would  seem  to  have  slipped.  For  now  there 
is  no  early  prospect"  of  suspending  or-ic-- 
vising  the  tea  and  coffee  ration,  and  the  best 
the  board  can  promise  is  that  it  will  keep  the 
situation  again  under  continuous  review. 
Meanwhile  the  suspicion  rests  thift  if  the 
United  States,  a nation  of  coffee  drinkers, 
can  get  unlimited  coffee  so  could  Canada  if  it 
really  tried.  With  tea  admittedly  the  case  is 
more  difficult,  but  even  there  has  the  British 
Food  Ministry  been  asked  to  see  what  it  can 
do?  For  we  can  “continuously  review"  a 
situation  for  years  without  moving  on*  step 
forward. 

Goin^  Lp! 

Premier  Mussolini  once  held  the  spotlight 
of  the  world  for  his  frequent  references  to 
“eight  million  bayonets."  When  the  test 
cirnc,  however,  the  bayonets  were  not  there. 
Similarly.  Premier  Tojo  of  Japan  has  done 
a little  sabre-rattling  recently  with  a grand- 
iose reference  to  "we.  the  1.000.000,000 
people  of  Japan."  who,  he  says,  will  win  the 
war  next  year  in  the  Pacific.  Well,  wc  shall 
sec.  Next  year  is  not  far  away.  If  Japan, 
however,  is  counting  on  the  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  people  in  China.  Korea.  Manchuria. 
Malaya  and  so  forth  to  fight  for  her.  surely 
we  are  entitled  to  count  on  the  rest  of  the 
world,  and  that  has  1.500.000.000  people. 
As  a matter  of  truth  there  is  grave  suspicion 
that  nobody  will  fight  for  Japan  in  1 044  ex- 
cept the  Japanese,  and  not  even  all  of  them 
In  the  census  of  19^0,  Japan  proper  had 
64.500.000  people,  and  the  then  Japanese 
Empire  less  than  92.000.000  That  brings 
the  equation  down  a little.  The  Last  Asia 
Co- Prosperity  Sphere  might  well  have  had 
1.000.000,000  people  in  its  mind's  eye,  but 
its  vision  was  somew  hat  blurred.  The  sphere 
now  is  turning  into  a bubble,  and  the  life 
of  a bubble  is  something  upon  which  no 
wise  man  would  hazard  even  a guess 

Seen  in  Punning 

The  King  s Speech,  delivered  at  Wcst- 
miyter  on  November  24  last,  dealt  with: 
"Sdcial  security,  postwar  employment,  *x- 
servicemen  and  women,  education,  rebuild- 
ing. land  utilization,  and  electoral  reform  "; 
forming  its  own  commentary  on  the  life 
and  durability  of  a people  that  were  enter- 
ing the  fifth  year  of  the  fiercest  war  in 
modern  times. 

Published  losses  of  Canadians  in  action 
in  Sicily  and  Italy  bear  witness  to  the  sus- 
tained and  active  part  played  by  men  from 
this  Dominion  in  the  hard  fighting  of  the 
last  six  months.

It 
was  of  no  great  moment,  merely  Uie 
assertion  that  there  .never  had  been 
an  Emprejrf,  Josephine;  llhe  revela- 
tion being  that  the  true  name  of 
Napoleon 'a.  unfortunate  consort  was 
Marie— Marie  Joseph  Rose  Ta seller 
de  la  Pagerlr.  to  be  meticulous,  as 
Mr.  Ripley  usually  Is. 

The  lovely  lady  who  waa  banished 
Into  the  shadows  when  her  liege 
lord  decided  to  reach  lor  still  more 
sunlight  was  probably  Indifferent  as 
to  what  name  posterity  would  know' 
her  by.  No  doubt  many  today  arc 
equally  Indifferent.  But  out  of 
deference  to  her  memory  Utls 
column  took  a moment  to  look  up 
what  a layman  might  excusably  re- 1 
gard  as  authority  on  the  point. 

In  his  “History  of  Napoleon 
Buonaparte."  John  Gibson  Lockhart 
speaks  throughout  of  “Josephine." 
There  Is  no  evidenoF  thut  he  even 
knew  she  had  another  Christian 
name,  whlrh  was  certainly  remias 
on  his  pari 

DIDN'T  KNOW  AS  MUCH 

Lockhart  lived  at  the  same  tune 
as  Josephine,  of  course,  and  couldn't ' 
be  expected  to  know  as  much  about 
the  empress  as  Mr.  Ripley.  After 
you’ve  been  dead  100  years  it's 
nothing  short  of  remarkable  what 
people  discover  about  you.  Appar- 
ently Lockhart  took  It  for  granted 
Umi  France  had  an  em press  called 
Josephine,  Just  as  he  didn't  doubt 
that  hi*  own  country  hod  a queen 
known  as  Victoria,  although  the 
latter  was  christened  Alexandrlna 
Victoria. 

That  lore  of  learning,  the  En- 
cyclopaedia Brltannlca,  whose  Im- 
mensity is  what  you  would  expect 
from  the  holders  of  its  copyright. 
8ears  Roebuck  and  Company,  recites 
the  given  names  as  Marla  Raw 
Josephine,  evidently  another  case  of 
carelessness,  slnce.lt  relies  on  refer-, 
ences  to  standard  works  on  "Joseph- 
ine” and  does  not  quote  her  birth 
certificate. 

It  Is  fortunate  that  Mr.  Ripley's 
Insatiable  curiosity  was  not  ram- 
pant about  30  years  ago.  when  that 
famous  melodrama.  "A  Royal  Di- 
vorce." was  packing  the  theatres 
wherever  it  played.  How  could  a 
nnme  like  Marie  have  competed  with 
that  of  Josephine,  which  latter  was  ' 
always  uttered  in  long  drawn  out  I 
syllables  that  never  failed  to  result  ' 
in  the  expected  cloud  of  white 
handkerchiefs,  as  the  audiences 
wept  In  sympathy  with  the  lll-fatrd 
empress. 

SHATTERED  ILLUSIONS 

Something  should  really  be  done 
about  Mr  Ripley,  the  great  debunker 
of  this  ugc,  who  ha*  shattered  so 
many  of  our  pet  Illusions.  It  is 
getting  to  be  that  you  can't  believe 
wlut  you  rend.  Somebody  might 
some  day  even  disbelieve  tills  col- 
umn. for  instance. 

The  trouble  is  that  he  sets  In  ' 
motion  so  many  Imitators,  os  though 
lu*  weren't  enough  for  one  genera-  I 
Uon  It  is  not  «o  long  ago  that  this 
column  was  shocked  to  hear  a radio 
programme,  which  like  Mr.  Ripley 
loves  to  expose  the  fallacies  of  his-  ' 
lory,  proclaim  the  sturtllng  inrt  4 hat 
Lady  Godlva  never  rode  through 
the  streets  of  Coventry;  that,  to 
put  It  bluntly,  such  an  idea  was  all 
nonsense. 

The  disillusionment  that  follows 
discoveries  llkr  this  is  too  great  to 
he  quite  fair  You  can't  dispute 
them,  not  Just  because  you  haven't 
the  time  or  means  to  prove  them  I 
wrong,  but  because  the  disdainful  I 
accents  In  which  the  truth  is  told 
literally  makes  you  shrink,  ashamed 
that  you  evrr  placed  any  credence 
In  such  obvious  fairy  tale*. 

THE  LAST  STRAW 

That  will  be  the  next  citadel  to 
fall— fairy  tales.  Soon  we'll  be  told  1 
that  Jack  never  climbed  the  bean- 
stalk. that  in  fact  beanstalks  were  1 
unknown  in  his  youthful  day.  Or 
that  Snow  White  never  met  the 
Seven  Dwarfs  except  on  the  draw- 
ing board  of  Walt  Disney.  There's 
no  end  to  the  possibilities  tf  these 
callous  inquisitors  don't  draw  a 
holt. 

This  growing  cymc-fun  should  be 
discouraged  Tills  predilection  for 
destroying  the  romance  of  history;
